Date — One Hundred Students Needed for Quorum 
* But Only Twenty One Attended — President of Coun- 
cil Issues Statement to all Undergraduates.

The Semi-Annual mooting of the 
Students - Society, scheduled to have 
been held yesterday in the Union 
Ballroom, had to he postponed to 
Foma future date \\ hen harely a hand- 
ful of students made their appearance i 
According to the Constitution, no 
business can he transacted unless a i 
quorum, which consists of one hun- 
dred students, is present and accord- 
ingly, the meeting was not able to be 
bold when it was seen that there 
were no more than twenty-five stu- 
dents present. 

According to the agenda of the 
meeting, matters of importance to 
t the student body were to have been 
^tarfliscussed. Foremost on the program 
Z. were the reports to have been pro- 
rented by the executives of the vari- 
ous organizations including, the Ptu- 1 
dents' Council, the McGill Union. the 
X>aily and others. In addition, as a 
result of proposals put forth lr. con- , 
Section with the Annual and the Rel 
and White Revue, it was hoped that 
there would he a large attendance to 
discuss the proposals so that ultimate 
action might be representative of the 
opinion of the entire student body. 

The chairman of a committee ap- ' 
•pointed last session to investigate the 
constitution of the Students’ Socictv, 1 
bad a report ready to present to th.’ | 
meeting on the findings of the com- 
mittee. Another question scheduled 
to come before the meeting was the 
discontinuance of the Red and White 
Revue. As a result of some display 
cf rowdiness by some students dur- 
a performance last year, there are 
many who feel that the Revue has 
become objectionable and are ready 
to advocate its abolishment. In view 
t>f the fact that the Ri vue assists the 1 
Students’ Society to a great extent 
financially, a great deal of comment j 
on this question vas expected. 

Theodore H. Harris, last year’s 
Editor-inChief of McGill Annual, had 
nroong others, suggested that the An- 
nual be taken out of the hands of j 
the Juniors and he turned into a ' 
general year book with the gradual- ■

j Dr. Maltby has given a series of lec- 
turcs in Toronto which are to be pub- 
li-hr-d shortly. He has also been at 
| Queen's. His stay in Montreal will be 
j ;ak r -n up for the most part with 
meetings around McGill. 

Dr. Maltby'* three addresses to lie 
j given in Strathcona Hall on the 2Sth, 
3'jlli. and 3!st, of this month have 
| as their themes; Concerning C.'ertaln- 
i ty in Religion; The Certainty of 
Jesus and Its Relevance for Us; and 
I The Adventure upon Religion. 

| Though Ills name Is not yet per- 
| haps very widely known In Canada, 
Dr. Maltby holds a place of peculiar 
honour among student leaders In 
Great Rrituin. He is considerably 
sougiit as a college preacher owing to 
the freshness of his presentation of 
old problems. The Student Christian 
Movement sent him as Its representa- 
tive to speak in the universities and 
colleges of India. 

He qualified as n lawyer in .Scot- 
land before entering the ministry in 
Hie Wesleyan Methodist Church. The 
driving force of ills failli has been 
his anxiety to s<e the Church mea- 
sure up more fully to the large tasks 
of the day. 

Uefore he took up Ills present posi- 
tion of Warden of the Wesley Mea- 
coness institute at llkley, Yorks, Dr. 
Maltby was President of the Wesloynu 
Methodist Conference, one of the 
highest honors of that denomination. 
Resides editing a series of religious 
books and translating portions of the 
Rible from a modern viewpoint, Mr. 
Maltby has written several works of 
Ills own.

Newfoundland 
Has Strategic 
War Position 

Need of Outside Capital 
For Development 

FIRST MEETING 

Col. Bovey and Dr. Matcher 
Were Speakers at New- 
foundland Club 

In tho course of nil address to '.he 
Newfoundland Club last night In 
Sirnllicoiia Hall Col. Uovoy remarked 
on the strategie position of Newfound- 
land in case of a war In which British 
sopi’oniney on llio Atlantic was linen, 
toned. He nlso spoke at oomo length 
on the pari of which tho members of 
llio Club could play In llio upbuilding 
of Newfoundland for tho Hrltlsh Um- 
pire. He Impressed tho members with 
the fact that they were tho future men 
of Newfoundland nml that tho ex- 
ploitation and development of New- 
foundland's resources depended on 
themselves. 

Speaking along the sumo lines Dr. 
Iliv'clior stressed the educational fea- 
tures of the country and gave the 
member* some advice concerning their 
work as a club and after graduation. 
He deplored (In* fnct that so many 
students of McGill leave for the 
United States without making any ef- 
fort to return something to the college 
and country that had educated them. 
Me asked the club to organise Die 
McGill graduates In Newfoundland so 
as to send some poor but deserving 
students to McGill to continue with 
their education. 

Only Three Meeting* 

Many of the old members and a 
sprinkling of freshmen were present 
when tho meeting was called to order. 
After the minutes were read the pres- 
ident outlined tho program for the 
year. As in llio past there will he only 
three meetings of tho dull during the 
year. Of these tho meeting held Inst 
night was one. The others are the 
annual Toboggan Outing, which will 
lie held some time In January, and the 
annual Banquet which Is the last 
meeting of tho year. He gave a short 
history of the club and explained Its 
object to the new members. 

Col. Bovey, the guest of the evening 
then gave an account of the discovery 
of the island. In his speech he went 
as far back ns COO A.D. when the 
Irish were supposed to have discover- 
ed it. He then mentioned the Norwe- 
gians and I-lof Erlcson who, In his 
map, called Newfoundland "llio Land 
of Flat Stones". He worked up through 
tho Basques Cook, (ho Fortugucse and 
Jilin Cabot, 

The Fortugucse had made maps of 
tho Island nml from then on tho his- 
tory of Newfoundland can he traced 
with nccui-acy. Ho spoke of the 
prosperity of Newfoundland, Its pos- 
ition, Its resources, nnd Its need of 
outside capita] to develop It. Ho end- 
ed with a plea that the students see 
(lint whatever Is done should bo done

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“JAMES WOLFE ” IS A WELL OUTSTANDING 

EXECUTED BIOGRAPHY-- WESCOTT BOOKS TO BE 
WRITES OF HIS HOME STATE REVIEWED: 
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The fiasco of the attempted meeting of the 
Students Society yesterday was a disgrace to 
the student body of McGill. Either students here 
have an overwhelming confidence in the abili- 
ty of ihe Students Council to handle affairs, 
or else there is an absolute indifference to stu- 
dent affairs outside the narrow confines of 
class or fraternity matters that constitutes se- 
rious indictment of the attitude of students at 
McGill. 

The Students Council of this University 
is responsible to the students l'or the handling 
of roughly fifty thousand dollars each year — 
student’s money. It is faced with the respons- 
ibility and worry of attending to innumerable 
details in looking after the students interests, 
and in making possible for him the Union, the 
Daily, and all the other organizations which 
provide him with an outlet ' for his inter- 
ests. It gives a good deal of time and thought 
in attending to the job — and finds at ihc end. 
that the students arc not c\'en sufficiently in- 
terested to conic and listen to what has been 
done, and what must be done. 

Constitutionally, the students must gather 
ttvice a year to ratify what the Council has done, 
while other matters must be placed before the 
students before even a start can be made in the 
projects. If students refuse to give up an hour 
of their time to do these things.it is evident 
that matters come to a standstill. 

Even more to the point is the seriousness 
of the condition which evidently exists as re- 
gards the general attitude of students towards 
student affairs. Does it take matter of a pro- 
posed five dollar levy to drag the students out 
of the complacent state of mind that seems to 
be theirs as far as their affairs are concerned? 
Does it mean nothing to them that the entire 
matter of the constitution of the Students So- 
ciety has been a matter of painstaking study 
recently, and that students must pass on the 
matter of their oavii administration a thing of 
indifference to students at this University? 

Personally, tve think there Avas a great deal 
of thoughtlessness among students about the 
meeting yesterday. Perhaps the matter was not 
made plain enough through the columns of the 
Daily. At any rate, there is one course now 
open, and that is to come to the meeting soon to 
be announced. It can hardly be that students 
Avili fail twice. 

SPORT’S. DAY 

Tomorrow is a University holiday, and no 
lectures Avili be held in any faculty. This holi- j 
day, however, has been given for a set purpose j 
— in order that all students may be free to at- : 
tend the Intercollegiate Track meet at the Sta- 
dium. 

Sports Day is one of the oldest-established 
traditions at the University, but there has al- 
Avays been a certain proportion of the student 
body who place themselves first and use the 
whole of the day for their own selfish purposes. 
These people represent a certain type, and a 
type which any fair-minded person looks upon 
with derision as an unfortunate necessity in the 
nature of things. They might do well to re- 
member that the track meet takes up but three 
hours of the day, and that by lending their sup- 
port they will do a great deal towards supple- 
menting the efforts of the team which lias 
worked so long and hard in preparation for the 
meet. 

The co-operation of the band and of the 
cheer leaders has already been assured, and it 
is now up to the student body at large to turn 
out and support the Track Team in their ef- 
forts to wrest the title from the Blue and White, 
who have held it for the last three years. The 
team this year is stronger than it lias been 
since the Championship was lost, and they have 
a real chance to win the laurels back on their 
own field. The squad that will be seen in action 
tomorrow afternoon is substantially the same 
as that wht'h has gone down to defeat for Die 
.last two years. They have stuck at. it, however, 
and now they appear to be in a position to make 
a strong bid for the Intercollegiate honours. 

The least that the students can do is to 
support them by their presence at the Stadium, 
and show that their efforts in the face of great 
odds are not going unappreciated. 



JAMES WOLFE: MAN AND SOLDIER. By Prof. W. T. 

Waugh, Montreal. Louis Carrier and Co. $5.00.

The picture is that of a soldier, the background is one of 
contention, and the complete result is a pood proof of the 
fact that an aide historian ran take his facts from both sides 
of a controversy, and piece them together into a more 
plausible unit titan previously existed. Tims ran wc summarize 
the work that Professor Waugh, Ihc head of McGill's De- 
partment of History, shaped and moulded into a most 
readable story of James Wolfe. 

To many, James Wolfe was a madman ; by many be was 
intensely disliked; lie was thoroughly trusted by a few 
superiors, and gained the confidence of bis inferiors; of 
bis equals he was the object of ridicule, lie was scot tied 
and laughed at, lie was the subject of envies and jealousies. 
Mis was the lot of die young man and the poor "mixer" who 
somehow gels along in the world of hail-fellows into the 
activities of the older generation among these waiters upon 
the good graces of Fortune, lie was doomed to a smouldering 
'contempt at the hands of those whom be bad supplanted. 

That lie was fully conscious of bis shortcomings appeals 
in many of his letters. Perhaps the secret of his quick rise 
to eminence then lies in the fact that, knowing his faults, 
he was able to make full use of them to his own best ad- 
vantage. The failure is lie who attempts to wholly subun i go 
bis true nature out of deference or for the sake of ton 
tormily. During bis life-time lie. was not a great man; the 
timeliness of bis \ictoiy. and the manner of bis death are 
alone responsible for the halo of gloiy that immediately 
formed about hint. The taking of Quebec relieved Britain, 
and no better vent for this feeling of relief could be found 
than in die dead leader of the expedition. It is this un- 
restrained worship of a romantic end father titan a con- 
spirions life which made of Wolfe the centre of a biographic 
controversy which has lasted until out day, and sees its last 
effort in the present hook. 

No historian has ever dented that Wolfe was a good 
leader of men. an able colonel, but many have denied that 
he was a faultless tactician, .a good leader in action. Why, 
say tlte majority, did not Wolt'c complete his attack on 
Quebec long before the middle of September, when the 
failure of the one plan put into execution would suffice to 
put an end to that season's campaign? Why, say a newer 
group of authoritative critics, did he not cut off the laud 
retreat from Quebec to Montreal ? lie already had a fair 
control over the. water route, and could have forced the 
hand of Montcalm without allowing the majority of the 
regulars to escape and attempt to regain Quebec in the 
following year. 



It is against these newer criticisms that Professor Waugh 
is undoubtedly soundest and most particularly original. Un- 
daunted by the high standing of the critics, lie devotes four 
or five pages to proving that the plan suggested by them 
would have very probably ended in a complete rout for the 
British. He proves his point with an ability which is beyond 
question. In fact, throughout all the passages given over to 
controversial topics, anyone knowing Mr. Waugh will re- 
cognize the quiet, unassuming way in which he 'directs the 
rapier-thrusts of his most telling arguments. The very 
reticence with which he enters upon such passages-at-nrms 
with the former and the contemporary biographers of Wolfe 
gives us an undoubted faith in the sincerity of his reasons 
for doing so: and the arguments which he thereupon uses 
arc noticeably free from prejudice and even front national 
reticence. One oi the most admirable expositions in the 
book compares the French and the British Navies of the 
middle Eighteenth Century in terms which, though allowing 
a margin of favour to the British sailors, yet kicks itself 
free from the national sentimental absurdities about the 
navy. "The British Tar of Wolfe's day was no soaring 
soul; lie was more likely to be a foul-mouthed, drunken, 
dissolute ruffian. Nor was lie the smart, neat, clean sailor- 
man of the picture-books.'’ Un many such occasions docs 
Mr. Waugh show that his national pride docs not interfere 
with Ins accuracy as a biographer. In some cases, modern 
historians have found that a deliberate scoffing of the high 
aims of their native country was a method whereby a hook 
could be made saleable to the independent, questioning and 
irreverent youth of the day. "James Wolfe" however, can 
be absolved from such a mercenary taint, for the con- 
troversial nature of the subject demands freedom from all 
racial restraints which could act as a bar to fairness and 
justice. Nevertheless on occasion, it acts as a healthful 
douche of cold water upon the healed bias of our Imperial 
consciousness. Mr. Waugh never goes out. of his way to 
show us some weakness in the British military or civil ad- 
ministration of the day, but whenever lie feels that to 
surmount a false impression the corrective criticism nerd 
be applied, be goes right into the business without any more 
ado.

Throughout all the biographies written about Wolfe, that 
by Becklcs Willson, the large work by Hubert Wright, 
J’arkinan's Montcalm and Wolfe, the comments of Bradley 
and Stanhope, differing views seem to he forever cropping 
up. This, of course, demonstrates the comparative obscurity 
of Wolfe during bis own life-time. It also assures us th.it 
those contentious views will never be satisfactorily brushed 
into unison. New evidence may be. unearthed but I lie prob- 
ability remains that what was said iu despatches, what was 
said in letters home, what was said in private, journals, will 
continue to differ as widely as ever. It is almost as hard 
to grasp anything concrete about certain phases of Wolfe's 
life as it is to know the actual lives of mythological heroes. 
It is almost sure that lie was a conspicuous boaslcr. Mr. 
Waugh docs not entirely agree with this view, yet boast- 
fulness would appear, in most humans of our knowledge, 
to be due in great part to the lark of physical charm or 
power in an ambitious man. Sensing bis deficiency, he 
protects himself against a feeling of inferiority through 
this outlet. Stanhope is one authority for the "gasconade 
and bravade” which Wolfe is said to iiavc assumed at a 
dinner with Pitt and Lord Temple prior to his last trip to 
America. The author is inclined to treat Ihc matter lightly 
and consider that a moment of intemperance at the dinner 
made his head swim with the power which he was to have. 
Hut my personal view is that such a show, exaggerated in 
the telling by Temple, would fit the character of the un- 
gainly and sickly Wolfe. 

Professor Waugh believes that Wolfe bad. long before, 
thought of a lauding west of Quebec, even at the lime when 
he established the camp oil the Montmorency. Yd we find 
that the following words arc credited to Admiral Holmes 
in a letter which he wrote immediately after the capitulation 
of Quebec: the plan to climb up the Anse au Foulon "had
